Press.] A dapper little man created a sen- 
sation this morning at the corner of Broad- 
way and Vesey streets, There he met 
Lewis Davis and after the men had ex- 
changed a few words Davis started to walk 
away. ‘The little man, whose name is 
Richard Goebler, and who was buncoed out 
of $1500 on Grand street on November Ist, 
drew a pistol and told Davis to halt. 

“If you move,“ shouted Goebler, your 
brains will be blown out of your head.’’ 

This strange tableau attracted hundreds 
who were passing at the time. The wiry 
little German held his pistol in position 
until a policeman came and took the weapon 
from the excited man. The pair were then 
taken to the Tombs, 

At court it was elicited that Goebler had 
been in this city but a short time from 
Butte City, Mont., when. he was buncoed 
and had succeeded in having one of the 
bunco men indicted. The man who was in- 
dicted is known as Johnston. Davis, who 
is supposed to have been in league with the 
bunco steerers, went on Johnston’s bail. 
Johnston was liberated. It was found 
some time after that Davis's bond was of 
no value. Goebler went to the District At- 
torney for instructions in the matter. Fel- 
lows issued a warrant for Davis’s arrest. 
This warrant Goebler carried around with 
ulm, and in order to aid him on its service 
he was granted a permit to carry a pistol. 

Davis was remanded and taken before 
Recorder Smyth to plead to the indictment 
tor perjury found againsthim.

RUSSELL’S DISHONESTY. 


CANVASSED BY THE 
COURT OF INQUIRY, 


Which Finds That His Methods of 
Doing Business Prove Him to 
Be “Utterly Inefficient or Abso- 
lutely Dishonest” — A Court- 

martial Recommended. 


As was stated in yesterday’s Times, Col. 
W. H. H. Russell of the National Guard of 
California is in a bad box. Between 4 and 
5 o’clock yesterday afternoon the report of 
the Court of Inquiry was filed with Gen. 
E. P. Johnson, and the chances are that 
Col. Russell will be placed under milftary ' 
arrest either today or tomorrow. ‘Tne. court 
is composed of Col. W. G. Cochran, Maj. 
G. Wiley Welis and Capt. II. Z. Osborne. 


and has made a thorough investigation, It 
nas taken several hundred pages of evi- 
dence, covering a period of over nine years. 
In summing up the case the court says: 

The court finds that the company com- 
mander, Capt. (now Col.) Russell, assumed 
control of this organization [the Eagle 
Corps}; that there were no proper books 
kept or attempted to be kept; or at least 
none were produced before the court; and 
that every rule governing the organization 
was entirely disregarded; that the organi- 
zation seems to have been run upon the idea 
of a personal one, rather than a military or- 
ganization or asociety. The method prac- 
ticed and pursued from the first date of the 
organization of the corps up to the date 
when the last meeting was held, February 
6, 1889, seems to have been uniformly the 
same—in total disregard to the rights of the 
members. 

It is in evidence that at times Col. Russell 
read from memoranda in his ion “so 
much money received and so much dis- 
bursed.“ That was the only report in re- 
gard to finances that was ever made. ‘That 
was the only knowledge that the corps ever 
had in relation to its finances. An attempt 
was made at the meeting on February 6, 
1589, to reform the method of doing business 
in said corps, and for the purpose of having 
the money regularly accounted to a treas- 
urer to be named, and all bills first allowed 
by the corps, and the moneys drawn from 
the treusury upon warrants countersigued 
by the president. 

Upon this attempt being made, Col. Rus- 
sel declared that the motion was out of or- 
der, and the meeting adjourned in somé 
confusion, That was the last meeting ever 
held, although the members of the corps as- 
sembled at the usual time and waited for 

ol, Russell to appear and call the corps to 
order. Col. Russell explains this by sayin 
that the ‘parties proposing these amend- 
ments were not members of the Eagle 
Corps. The court, however, finds that Col. 
Russell, before that time, had recognized 
them by appointing them on committees 
and to various positions in said corps, and 
therefore the court concludes that Col. Rus- 
sell’s claim is wholly unreasonable and his 
position untenable. 

The report refers to the purchase of a bill - 
iard tabie by the corps, the money for 
which passed through Col. Russell's hands, 
and says: Correspondence with the parties 
98 the table shows conclusively that 
Col. Russell had not paid amounts due and 
which were in his hands at the time 

The total amount paid out for Mott Hall 
from November, 1886, to May, 1889, 33 
— at 8200 per month, amounts to 
#6600. During that same period of time, ac. 
cording to Stone’s testimony, he received 
and paid over to Col. Russell the moneys 
received forand on account of said hall 
amounting to the sum of $10,492.35. Taking 
the amount of rent from the amount re- 
ceived from said hall it leaves a net result 
of $3592.25. Or, in other words, it would, 
leave about $118 per month for extra ex- 
penses, independent of any State money re- 
ceived by him for or on account of said mil - 
1 organization; that during the same 
period he received from the State — sum 
of #3600, making a grand total for t pe- 
riod of time of $14,000. . . . 

CONCLUSIONS OF THE COURT. 

First—The court therefore fiuds that the 
management of the finances of Companies 
A, C and F were irregular and improperly 
kept, and they are unable, by the most 
thorough investigation, to find out satis- 
factorily to themselves the amount of 
moneys actually received and actually dis- 
bursed and actually owing to or by Col. 
Russell, if any. ‘ 

Second—That the finances of the Eagle 
Corps were kept in a most reprehensible 
manner, and in such a way that the court is 
unable to determine or report the amount of 
moneys actually received or the total amount 
of moneys which were actually djsbursed by 
Col. Russell during the period covered by 
this report with any degree of certainty; 
that the manner of handling the finances 
during this time was such as would not be 
tolerated fora moment by any private cor- 
poration, employer or person having the em- 
ployment of a subordinate selected for the 
parpase of handling the finances belonging 


em. 

Third—That the moneys received from 
Armory Hall were used by Col. Russell in 
au arbitrary maaner; that the Eagle Corps 
knew little or nothing regarding the 
amount received or for what purpose dis- 
bursed. They had as little knowledge as 
the outside world. Col. Russell conducted 
it as if he had rented the building, and that 
the moneys were his private funds, and dis- 
bursed the same in a like manner. The 


court disapproves of his conduct in 
regard to this matter wholly, and 
there is no excuse or  explana- 
tion given for such conduct, and 


especially after he had promised the former 
court of inquiry that he would adopt a set 
of books and had adopted a set of books 
for the disbursement of this fund with the 
other funds, in accordance with law and 
in accordance with an honest intention, so 
that any deficiency or irregularity coyld be 
ascertained upon investigation. They 
further find that Col. Russell was guilty of 
falsehood and deceit in stating to the said 
board (as was testified by members of the 
said court of inquiry) that he would and 
had adopted a set of books, and that no 
moneys would be received or disbursed 
except upon proper vouchers, proper entry, 
and an auditing committee’s report upon 
the same. | 
Fourtli—That as to the lease of Armory 
Hall the court finds that it was wholly 
owned by the Eagle Corps, or by the com- 
ponies belonging to the Eagle Corps, for 
their benefit and for no other purpose. It 
was rented wholly for military purposes; 
that Maj. Russell and the parties renting 
the same acted qs trustees and obtained the 
lease tor said organization. 
Fifth—That the failure to keep intelligi- 
ble boeks of record in transactions of such 
large amount in which the position of the 
fiscal officer was one of trust, constitutes. a 
reckless disregard of all business methods, 
impeaches the sense of ‘responsibility of 
Col. Russell and proves him to be either 
utterly ineflicient or absolutely dishonest. 
Sixth—That these various acts of Col, 
Nussell have brought scandal upon the mil- 
itary organization with which he is con-

Every precaution possible was 
taken by the railroad companies over whose 
lines the baggage was shipped, but no trace 
of the thieves could be found, 

The best detectives in the employ, of the 
railroad and express companies wer® put to 
work, but the thieves proved too much for 
them, and trunks were opened and rifled 
‘under their very noses, P 

At one time when there were fifteen or 
twenty detectives strung out along the line, 
a wealthy lady who had 12 made the tri 
put in an appearance and told how she ha 
been robbed of 815,000 worth of diamonds 
and jowelry placed in her trunk in New 
Vork. The thieves would take anything 
from silk dresses to diamonds, and in sev- 
eral cases valuable guns were taken. 
This kind of thing went on until over 
two hundred thousand dollars’ worth of 
claims were stacked up. Finally the rail- 
road people made up their minds to employ 
Pinkerton’s detective agency, and within 
eleven days after some of the best men in 
the agency had been put to work 23 men 
were arrested and lauded in jailat New 
Orleans, where they are to be tried in a few 


days. 

A few days ago Capt. J. J. Risdon, one of 
Pinkerton’s chief men, who worked up the 
case and made the arrest, arrived in Cali- 
fornia.

THE MUNICIPALITY'S ATTEMPT 
AT TOWN-:PAINTING. 


A correspondent writes to complain 
of astreet-numbering ordinance, which 


ber 20th, and approved by the Mayor 
on the 2ist. This ordinance provides 
for the re-numbering of the houses of 
Los Angeles in such manner that all 
numbers under 100 shall be eliminated, 
thus changing the number of every 
house in the city. The section of ‘the 
ordinance which makes this provision 
—an ordinance, which, by the way, has 
probably come to the attention of very 
few householders, as it was only pub- 
lished once in the afternoon paper on 
Tuesday laat--reads as follaws: 


Sec. 5. One hundred numbers, or as 
many thereof as may be necessary, shall be 
allotted to each block. No. 100 shall be the 
first number used at -the respective begin- 
ning points on the sides of the streets 
which are to contain the even numbers, and 
101 for the sides which are to contain the 
d numbers. At the beginning gf the 


first numbers shall be 200 and 201 respect- 
a and so continue throughout the sys- 
m. 


This ordinance, which carries with 
it a penalty of from ten to thirty dol- 
lars, or of imprisonment from ten to 
thirty days, or both, in case the num- 
bers are not altered within five days, 
went into effect immediately after the 
publication of this modest notice. We 
understand that it was once before 
vetoed by the Mayor. It is not easy to 
see by what method of reasoning he 
brought himself to reconsider his 
action. ‘Lhe ordinance is certainly too 
sweeping in character. It will entail 


every house or store on every street*in 
the city. The cost—amounting in the 
aggregate probably to 820,0 — will of 
course be quite an item; but by 
far the worst effect of the 
change will be the terrible con- 
fusion which will thus result and con- 
tinue to a greater or less extent for a 
year or more—in the delivery of mail 
anc the finding of addresses by per- 
sons who are unaware of tbe change. 
Number 120 now becomes 220, number 
220 becomes 320, and so on throughout 
the entire city. It is all right to cor- 
rect any confusion that at present ex- 
ists in the numbering of houses—there 
undoubtedly is much confusion—but 
to do this it is not necessary to order 
every house in the city re- numbered 
under penalty of a heavy fine for non- 
compliance within five days. Sucha 
mandate savors too much of Paris 
municipal autocracy in the palmy days 
of Baron Haussmann and the Third 
Empire. If the Council had ever ex- 
hibited a proof of the possession of a 
little such backbone in other matters 
demanded by nine-tenths of the citi- 
zens, such as the keeping of sidewaiks 
unobstructed and making contractors 
toe the mark, there would have been 
no complaint. As it is, there will un- 
doubtedly be a very severe and pro- 
tracted protest from householders, a 
majority of whom undoubtedly now 
learn the true nature of the ordinance 
tor the first time. 

The city officials say that the object 
of the ordinance is to teach the people 
that 101 is next 40 First street and so 
forth, on streets running north and 
south—what is known as the Philadel- 
phia system. Even this does not ap- 
ply to east and west streets. In 
any case, the general verdict will be 
that the cost in money and ineonven- 
ience is too great a price to pay for the 
promised benefit.

Two Powerful Miners’ Associations 
Amalgamatéd. 

Cos uunus (O.), Jan. 23,—The joint con- 
vention of the Knights of Labor and the 
Progressive Miners’ Union met this morn- 
ing.

SAN Francisco, Jan. 23.—[By the Asso- 
‘ciated Press.! The proposition to Congress 
to remove the Apache Indian prisoners 
from Alabama upon the suggestion of Gen. 
Crook, who favors the location of a part of 
those Indians at a place in Indian Territory 
and the balance to bo set at liberty, has 
caused much comment in army circles. The 
opinion was forcibly expressed here today 
by one army officer that, if those Indians 
were now sent to Indian Territory, they 
would not be long in getting to New Mexico 
if not into Arizona. If those Indians are 
turned loose again onthe people of Arizona, 
life will be unsafe and property, which in 
the past three years of undisturbed peace 
and tranquility has grown in vaiue, would 
not be worth one-half its present value. if 
the Indian prisoners are unhealthy where 
they now are, at Carlisie and Mt. Vernon, it

The reporter argued with Mr. Per- 
ret that the article had only been pub- 
lished upon good authority, and that 
more than his unsubstantiated word 
would be requirea to disprove it. It 
was, however, agreed to make the fol- 
lowing statement from Mr. Perret: 

“I deny,” said the interlocutor, *‘that 
my daughter was ever forbidden to 
take medicine that had been prescribed 
for her. She did not have constant 
medical attendance, but what she had 
was left at her own option. Not long 
before she died asked her 
whether anything more could 

done for ber, and ber 
reply was: No; the Lord is 
my physician. At one time we sent 
her as far north as Oakland on the ad- 
vice of a physician, but when she re- 
turned we saw she was no better, and 
that medicine would do her no good. 
There are too many people down on 
us, who believe in a faith cure. 

The statement to the effect that 
the girl was partially laid out several 
hours before she died is worse than a 
lie. The first time bandages were put 
on her eyes or face was about noon on 
the day following her death, and then 
it was done by the undertaker. How 
such a story got out I can’t see.“ 

The reporter had but little time re- 
maining at his to look up the 
matter yesterday, but the few persons 
he saw contradicted Mr. Perret's 
statement. One young man said: “I 
am willing to testify in court that I 
have heard Addie Haas’s mother for- 
bid her to take medicine, on the ground 
that faith was all sufficient to make her 
well. Another person of the opposite 
sex said: “I know itively that 
Mrs. Perret kept medicine from her 
daughter on account of her belief in 
faith-cure doctrines. moreover,
